Your seed peas should be allow- 
ed to dry thoroughly while spread 
oul on tables, It will be all right 
for you to move the table out in 
the sunshine if you care to do so, 
They will dry all right in the 
shade if you will not have them 
too thiek, After the peas are thor- 
cughly dry they should be sacked 
up or placed in tin boxes, If you 
put them in boxes you should make 
holes in the side of the boxes so 
the air can get to them, but be 
sure to have a small hole so rats 
and bugs cannot get in, Keep 
your dry seed in a dry place until 
you are ready to plant the next 
year and you will be surprised as 
to how well they will come up, 
If you grow Wneglish peas you 
should save all your seed and you 
Should also save some for your 
neighbors as they will need the 
sced and will be glad to work for 
you in order to get the seed, Every 
family should have Bnglish peas 
from the garden and we should 
have them during the months of 
April and May of each year, In

and fertilize them correctly. I hope 
that every family in this section 
will learn the art of planting and 
growing English peas, Are you 
doing it as you should?

FPERTILIZING SUGAR CANE— 
Every farmer should grow his own 
Syrup with a lot to spare, There 
should be some to sell, some to 
use in having work done and some 
for mules and cows. We can grow 
all the syrup we need if we will 
only do our part, The one great, 
mistake we make about our syrup 
is our neglect about fertilizer, It 
is pretty hard to use too much 
fertilizer around your sugar cane, 
It is pretty easy to use the wrong 
kind of fertilizer. Your cane needs 
phosphate, potash and ammonia 
hut it needs ammonia more than 
it does the other things. I would 
Suggest that you bar off your cane 
and that you give it a good ap- 
plication of soda. Soda will do 
your cane a lot of good and will 
not injure your Syrup provided you 
put it out early. I would not put 
scda around my cane after the 
middle of May. It would be even 
better if you did not put out any 
soda after May 1st. After you 
fut out your soda you should fer- 


tilize the cane every time you 
plow it. Cottonseed meal is the 


best fertilizer for your sugar cane, 
I would suggest that you use it 
every time you plow the cane and 
do not be afraid to use it freely, 
I like to mix cottonseed meal and 
phosphate half and half with one- 
fourth as much potash as there is 
phosphate, Every time you run a 
furrow around your cane is the 
time to put in some of this fer- 
tilizer, Another mighty good way 
is to run a deep furrow in the 
cane middles and then fill that 
furrow with cow lot fertilizer, This 
should be dene about the middle 
of May and you should not use 
antyhing except cow lot fertilizer. 
Horse lot fertilizer will do more 
harm than it will good, I would 
Suggest that you get this fertiliz- 
er just as deep in the ground as 
you can, You might run several 
furrows in each middle so you will 
be right down on the bottom when 
you begin putting out the fertiliz- 
er, After you have put it out you 
should run a few furrows in the 
fertilizer so as to mix it with the 
soil just a little. Then cover it 
up and keep it covered up as the 
Sunshine and air will help to de- 
stroy it. If you try this plan you 
should also use the phosphate- and 
potash as your cane will need these 
clements. If you must leave some- 
thing off leave off the phosphate 
and potash as you cannot make 
cane without the ammonia. You 
can make cane with nothing but 
cow lot fertilizer as your fertilizer 
but you can make it with phos- 
phate and potash, Regardless of 
the other things used I would also 
use a little cottonseed meal as it 
seems to make better cane, If 
you use meal your cane will be 
bright and sweet. What I have 
Said about sugar cane is also true 
for P, O, J. cane, It all acts about 
the same. It takes more for the 
Sugar cane but the same rule is 
good for both.

BEVERAGE ALCOHOL AND THE 
HOME 


LESSON TEXT — Jeremiah 95:5-10; 
Bphesians 5:15-21; 6:14 

GOLDEN TEXT—Do not drink wine 
nor strong drink, thou, nor thy sons 
with thee,—Leviticus 10:9, 


A home {fs more than a house, and 
yet people live as though it were not 
true, They build attractive houses, 
fill them with comfortable furnish- 
ings, and think they have a home, 
no matter how they may live. God 
is forgotten, pleasure becomes the 
chief object in fe, and money its 
desired because it buys pleasure, 
Intoxicants are freely used both out- 
side and inside the home, apparent- 
ly with no thought of their destruc- 
tive influence, 


Alcohol burned in a stove produces 
heat, {n an engine it produces pow- 
er, in a man it produces disgrace 
and disease, and in the home it pro- 
duces sorrow, suffering, and ulti- 
mately destruction, Why should the 
decent and intelligent people of 
Amertea supinely submit to the dey- 
astation of this juggernaut, the liq- 
uor traffic? What are you doing 
about it? 

The lesson for today presents 
three factors which make for happl- 
ness in the home, 

I. Loyalty to Family Standards 
(Jer, 35:5-10), 

When the traditional standards of 
a family are good and right in the 
sight of God, they afford a worthy 
rallying point for the younger gen- 
eration, The Rechabites were obe- 
dient to the Instructions of their 
forefathers, The prophet had sub- 
jected them to a test (not a tempta- 
tion, for he did not expect them to 
fall) In the presence of the Jews 
and in the great city of Jerusalem. 
They were surrounded by the unac- 
customed luxury and temptations of 
the city, and now the prophet tries 
them further by saying, ‘Drink ye 
wine.”’ But they were not afraid to 
be thought old-fashioned or queer, 
for they knew that the customs of 
their fathers were good (see Jer, 
6:16), and they stood by them, 

To depend on that which is good 
and noble in the past of our people 
or family, is a sign neither of weak- 
ness nor ignorance, but rather of 
wisdom and strength. What kind of 
family standards will your boy and 
mine look back: to? What of the lit- 
tle baby who lay in his buggy while 
the young mother helped her hus- 
band pick out the bottle of whisky 
in the store window which he then 
went in and bought? When I see 
such things my heart burns within 
me against this wicked business 
which destroys all of the finest in 
men and in their homes, 


II. Accuracy in Daily Living (Eph. 
§:15-21). 

“The Greek word rendered ‘cir- 
cumspectly’ (v, 15) may be more 
closely and simply rendered ‘accu- 
rately.’ The thought given is that of 
painstaking attention to details, un- 
der a sense of their importance; a 
remembrance not only in general 
but in particular of the duties of the 
Christian's walk’? (Moule). 

Every phrase in this section of our 
lesson is overflowing with meaning 
but we cannot here refer to them 
all, Note the temperance applica- 
tion. The man who walks accurate- 
ly will be ‘wise’ (vy. 15) and will 
“be filled with the Spirit?’ (vy, 18). 
The inaccurate walker is a-‘‘fool’’ 
(v. 15), and one of his follies may 
be in being ‘drunk with wine’ (vy. 
18), But there is far more in this 
passage, Spilrit-filled people know 
the will of God and therefore re- 
deem the time. They cultivate that 
delightful spiritual exercise of home 
religion known as hymn singing. 
Have you tried that lately? Gather 
the family or friends around the or- 
gan or piano, Turn off the ever- 
present radio for a few minutes. 
Open the old hymn book and sing. 
Don't overlook thankfulness in verse 
20, and then try that golden recipe. 

Ii. Unity in the Home (Eph. 
6:1-4), ; 

A united family is obviously im- 
possible where one member or more 
gives his time and money and very 
life to booze. You know and J know 
that it just does not work. Think 
of the havoc thus wrought not only 
in the lives of the parents, but 
particularly in the lives and char- 
acters of the children, 

Let Christ reign in the home and 
there will be unity. Children will 
realize that it is right to obey their 
godly parents, They will honor and 
cherish father and mother, and God 
will reward them for it (vv. 2, 3; 
also Exod. 20:12), But what is more, 
fathers will be wise enough not to 
provoke their children to wrath. 
Much of the trouble in our homes is 
caused by disobedient children, but 
sometimes I think even more of it 
is caused by unwise parents. The 
children need nurture and admoni- 
tion, but that can be done in kind- 
ness and with constructive results 
if we seek the Lord’s help. Father, 
mother, let me plead with you that 
you permit no interest in business, 
social life, or even church work to 
come between you and your fellow- 
ship with your children, That is your 
biggest job and your greatest op- 
portunity.

NITROGEN 


MAKES 
GOOD CORN YIELD 

AUBURN, Ald.— Corn, which 
does not follow a good crop of 
winter legumes, should be side- 
dressed with 36 pounds of nitrogen 
(225 pounds of nitrate of soda or 
its equivalent), about 380 to 40 
cays after planting, advises J, C. 
Lowery, agronomist of the Ala- 
bama Extension Service. It is 
important that side-dressing be 
done at this stage to get the great- 
est amount of corn for the nitro- 
gen applied, Late applications may 
give some increase in the corn 
yield, but for the greatest amount 
of corn for the nitrogen applied, 
the side-dressing must be done in 
ealier stages of growth, 

In tests conducted by the Ala- 
hama Experiment Station, the 
corn yield was increased about 18

AUBURN, Ala.—A recent 
amendment to the cotton bagging 
program of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture makes it 
possible for cotton bagging to be 
obtained at low cost for all cotton 
in 1939, P. O. Davis, director of 
the Alabama Extension Service, 
has been advised, Last year this 
low cost bagging was available 
only to one-variety cotton improve- 
ment groups. 

mxperiments in the program in 
1938 showed that the fabric devel- 
oped for the purpose is suitable 
for the bale coverings and com- 
pares very favorably with bale 
covers made of other materials, 
according to Lawrence Myers, chief 
of the marketing section of the 
U.S. D, A, 

Approximately 900,000 covers, 
available for 45 cents per pattern, 
ft, o. b., New Orleans, will be avail- 
able this year. The bagging may 
be ordered any time up until June 
80 and will be delivered in Sep- 
tember or before, Last year 50,- 
000 coverings were used, accord- 
ing to Mr. Myers, 

Under the program, the manu- 
facturer of cotton bale coverings, 
or patterns, receives from the Goy- 
ernment an indemnity payment of 
28 cents each, enabling him to sell 
the patterns at 45 cents apiece. 
The price of non-cotton coverings 
is about 73 cents, or practically 
the same as the over-all cost of 
the cotton coverings, 

In addition, a large number of 
cotton merchants and exporters 
and mills having more than 10,000,- 
000 spindles have agreed to make 
appropriate allowances in purchas- 
ing cotton for the lighter tare 
weight where the light weight 
cotton bale coverings of cotton 
bagging are used instead of heavy 
bale coverings of other material. 
—_————————

made at a fertilizer cost of 20 
cents per bushel, In these tests, 
it was much cheaper to increase

A farmer planting 20 acres of 
corn might have ten acres follow- 
ing winter legumes, which would 
need no commercial nitrogen. The 
remaining ten acres should be side- 
Cressed with up to 36 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre, By following 
this practice, farmers are finding 
that they can produce 500 bushels 
or more of corn per year, thereby 
having a good supply for the 
mules, cows, hogs, and chickens, 
and a surplus to feed to livestock 
Which may be intended for the 
market,

AUBURN, Ala,—Alabama used 
tc be one of the main sweet po- 


lato producing states but lack of 


attention to the quality, and to 
disease control, has left Alabama 
lurmers & long way to the rear in 
the production of yams, the deli- 
cacy that meets with equal ap- 
proval in the North and 
South, In this day of keen com- 
petition in automobile manufac- 
ture, in packaged groceries, in 
clothes, and more particularly in 
the products of the farm, 
is no longer @ place for averapt 
products, They have to be gooa— 
have to be better than the com- 
petitors’ before they will sell 
rapidly,

I once talked for three hours miles over the shifting’ ice, and in- 


stead of dying form starvation, as 
the experts had said they would, 
they gained several pounds and 
didn't miss a single meal in ninety- 
seven days! 

Stefansson said they would have 
died if they had eaten nothing 
but lean meat, but they were all 
nmght so long as they ate all the 
fat meat they wanted, along with 
the lean, 

Some times they ate their meat 
raw, but they usually cooked it, 
using blubber for fuel. Some times 
they cut the hair off a bear-hide 
and used the hair for fuel, 

Who's afraid of the big, bad 
wolf? Well, Stefansson isn't, He 
says he has eaten dozens of big, 
bad wolves, He said he would 
rather have a nice piece of roast 
wolf than roast veal, 

Stefansson told me that his men 
tried eating wild ducks, wild geese, 
partridges and owls, Then they 
took a vote on which one they 
liked best, and most of them said 
they would rather have ow] than 
wild ducks or partridges. 

He himself has even eaten the 
rawhide strings on his snow shoes. 
He believes that a piece of boiled, 
fresh rawhide isn’t bad; it tastes 
something like pigs’ feet. He says 
if. is a good idea to wear skin 
clothing in the Far North instead 
of woolen clothes, because if you 
get too hungry, you can eat your 
rawhide clothes.

TEN OLD-AGE INSURANCE 
CLAIMS PAID IN COFFEE 

A total of 346 Federal Old-Age 
insurance claims averaging $44.96 
were paid in Alabama in March, 
it is announced by Ernest F, Ran- 
dall, Manager of the Social Securi- 
ty Board's Dothan Field Office. 
Of this total, 32 claims were cer- 
tified in the 13 counties served by 
the Dothan Field Office in March. 
The national total for March is 
21,670 claims, averaging $71.15. 

Since the system was establish- 
ed January 1, 1937, a total of 10 
Claims have been certified for pay- 
ment to insured workers who have 
already reached age 65, and to 
heirs or estates of those who have 
died in Coffee County, Mr. Ran- 
dall said, These are single cash 
payments amounting to 3% per 
cent of total wages in covered em- 
ployment since December 31, 1936. 
There are approximately 2,468 
men and women in Coffee County 
who have worked part time or 
regularly in business or industrial 
occupations covered by the Old- 
Age Insurance plan, 

“The keystone of the Federal 
Old-Age Insurance system,” Mr, 
Randall said, “is the Social Securi- 
ty account number. I cannot em- 
phasize too much the importance 
of each wage-earner having only 
one account number. It is also 
important that the worker see that 
his employer record his number 
and name exactly as they appear 
on the account number card. Ben- 
efits are based on wages credited 
to the numbered account maintain- 
ed by the Social Security Board 
for each of more than 42,000,000 
workers in the United States,” 


MORE FARMERS IN 
AAA ARE EXPECTED 

BANKS, Ala.—More farmers are 
expected to participate in the 1939 
AAA farm program than in any 
year since the beginning of the 
farm program in 1933, believes W. 
B. Crawley, member of the State 
AAA Committee. 

A recent statement of Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace, based on 
reports of intended participation 
from the States, disclosed that 
nearly 6,000,000 farm families will 
receive AAA payments in 1939. 
This represents about 85 per cent 
of all farm families in the United 
States, 

The reports also indicate that 
participation in this year’s pro- 
gram will include approximately 
92 per cent of the farms in the 
cotton-growing’ areas, 80 per cent 
in the commercial corn and wheat 
sreas, between 70 and 80 per cent 
in the tobacco, rice, and potato 
areas, and 80 per cent of all com-
